Now for a little investigation. 
The 
United States tax on ale ana beer is $1.00 
per barrel, less 1% per cent., making about 
$21,000 stamp tax paid on liquor manufac­ 
tured in this division. 
The amount paid 
by the brewers for special tax or license, is 
about $l,50d, making the total revenue to 
*the Government for fermented liquors, of 
$22,500. The lax on cigars is $6 per 1000, 
which io the total reaches $21,750, and if 
we ado the tax paid on cigars ny stamp, 
and the license for manufacturing—$400' 
we have a total revenue 
from cigars 
amounting to $22,150. 
But while the government receives from 
these agricultural countries about $45,000 
annually Irom the manufacture of beer aud 
cigars, what do the consumers pay for 
these so-called luxuries? It ii Bile to say 
that quite a9 much beer is Imported into 
these four counties as is exported, so that 
the consumption is not less than 22,500 bar­ 
rels a year, aud which brings at retail, 
about $16 per barrel. Here we have an 
expenditure tor ale and beer of at least 
$850,000 a year in tour couuteis. The tame 
jS equally true of cigars. More of them 
a rt brought into the district than are taken 
out i and calling the average price ol cigars 
only seven cents which is a low average* 
we have the enormous sum of $253,827.00 ! 
These two luxuries—cigars and beer—cost 
the comsummtT, directly, over $600,000 in 
the year 1877. 
If these four counties ex­ 
pend this vast amount, now enormous must 
be the comsuraption in the United State. 
Does this indicate “hard times” and “finan­ 
cial depression ?** We submit the question 
to the reader.

Wallington, March 8.—The proceedings 
in the House of Representatives to-day will 
not toon be forgotten by the Democratic 
party of tho country. The Postmaster- 
General of the late Confederacy was plac­ 
ed face lo flee with the Con federate arch­ 
ives aud acts of the Confederate Congress* 
and was by these documents confounded. 
An eminent Democratic statesman came to 
the front and begged for time to vindicate 
what he called the honor of the Confeder­ 
acy. 
The circumstances were these: A 
bill was pending for $300,000 to pay South 
em mail contractors tor services claimed to 
have been rendered the United States be­ 
fore 
secession. Tho Republicans have 
maintained that, even it tho claims were 
originally just, and could be so proved, the 
contractors deserved no indemnity from 
the United States, because they stole Gov­ 
ernment property In their possession, vio­ 
lated their oaths, and conspired to destroy 
the Republic. The Democrats maintained 
that these claims were just and shoald be 
paid, and tHey had some Republican help. 
file nill went over tor two weeks. The 
effect upon the Republicans has been 
marfceJ. They think it will unite the Re­ 
publican vote against the payment of any 
Southern claims, tor ins reason that atter 
the assertions of thu Dem *crats, aaa con­ 
tradicting proof of the Confederate ar­ 
chives, little confidence can be placed in 
Southern statement.

EUROPE. 
England Preparing H erself for Another 
H um iliation—More About the European 
Congress. 
London, March 9—6 a. rn.—England has 
agreed to send a representative to the Ber 
Un Congress, aud France also agrees, on 
condition that the Eastern question shall be 
the only one brought before the Congress. 
Lord Lyons will represent England, bat 
there is no great amount of confidence here 
as to the result. 
From Lord Derby's words and manner 
last night it was evident that he had yery 
moderate expectations of reaching any con­ 
clusion in the Congress which England 
could accept. Already he has raised the 
question as to what shall be the basis of 
discussion, and until this is settled no date 
It seems to be 


years ago. 
There are five times as many one cent 
pieces used as threes. 
Loss than $10,000 of one cent pieces 
Were coined last year. 
The shipping of silver coins from the 
mint began about a year ago. 
No fives or threes (nickel) were coined 
lait year for circulation. 
The old-fashioned silver dollar has not 
been made for five years. 
Silver is purchased at the mint to a lim­ 
ited extent, it is paid for in gold. 
Nickel and bronze coms are only made 
in the United States mint iu PhiUdeldaia. 
The E Astern, Middle aud Western States 
take moat ot the nickel aud bronze coins. 
Double eagles are being made for the de* 
positories, because they are the most sala­ 
ble. 
No silver is coined in subsidary coin for 
depositors. The Government coins for it­ 
self alone., 
In the S >uth the people are now using 
one cent pieces and fives very extensively. 
Five times as m aQ g five cent pieces as 
ones are sent away, and five times as many 
ones as threes. 
No silver is exchanged for notes at the 
mint. This is done by transfers which 
come through Washington. 
There is no coinage charged on gold. 
The only charge is for parting, refining and 
toughening. 
Two years ago nearly $300,000 in gold 
dollars were made for the sub* Treasury de­ 
partment in New York. 
There are' lying in the depositories 
and vaults of the sub-Tre&sury of Pnila- 
delpbia nearly $300,000 in five cent nickel 
pieces. 
Five cent pieces’are circulated consider­ 
ably in New Orleans. Pennies were re­ 
cently sent to that city, which were the first 
ever called for 
The largest number of early orders for 
em ill coius came from the Southeast. Re­ 
cent orders are chiefly tor thi3 election of 
the country. 
The government has issued over $33,- 
000,000 of small silver coins since the 
redemption 
of fractional currency be­ 
gan. 
A large amount of the $33,000,000 in 
small coins circulated within the year 
were manufactured during the samo pe­ 
riod, and consequently the coins are new 
I q brisk times the mint p a y s out from 
three to five thousand dollars a day for 
the accommodation 
of people making 
chaoge, and for shipment throughout the 
country. 
The demand for one cent pieces has in­ 
creased 
within the last three or four 
months, and the demand for fives has de­ 
creased. This is due to the issue of so many 
dimes. 
No trade dollars have been 'made this 
year. Seven millions were coined in 1877. 
Their coinage was suspended in December. 
They were only coined to a limited extent 
for circulation. 
No silver five cent pieces have been 
made tor five years. In fact they have 
been abolished as well as the silver three 
cant pieces. The nickel threes are still 
issued, although but few are used. 
From five to ten thousand dollars of ea­ 
gles, one-fourth eagles, one-half eagles and 
three dollar pieces are made every year iu 
order to keep up the|history of the C olo. 
About $2,000 of ones are made annually 
for the same purpose. 
The mint shipped over the country in 
1876 about $500,000 in small coins, consist­ 
ing of one, three and five cent pieces. 
They went chiefly Westland East. In 1877 
only about 386,000 in these small coins 
were shipped. 
The authorities at the|miot can feel the 
pulse of business by the amount of coins 
sent in for redemption. If business is fall­ 
ing off the redemption is larger. 
When it 
is steady the redemption moves along at 
a rate of about $500 a day. 
The greatest demand for silver coms is 
for the half dollar. The quarter dollar is 
the second fayorite, and {the dime is the 
third 
and 
last 
in the 
list. 
The 
demand for half dollars is twice as great as 
for quarters, and five times more halves 
are required than dimes. 
When business is brisk in the city about 
seyeo or eight hundred dollars a day in 
change is required for nickel ani bronze. 
The railroad companies are demanding 
more than usual on account of the six-cent 
fares. The demand, however, has fallen 
off somewhat within the past few days. 
Although more trade dollars,werejcoined 
from April, 1873 to December, 1877, than 
were coined of the collars of the father* for 
the eighty-one years preceding, it does not 
follow that the trade dollars are popular. 
The trade dollar was intended for the Chi

Senator Sackett offered another sub­ 
stitute taxing halt of one per cent, for 
State companies and made an elaborate 
speech of over an hour in length, attack­ 
ing the life insurance business as a whole 
and the Northwestern Mutual, of Milwau* 
kee, rn particular. The speech was a 
powerful effort and abounded in a rare 
vein of humor, but his substitute was 
killed,and the committee’s substitute adopt­ 
ed and ordered to a third reading. 
The balance of the session was unim­ 
portant. A number of local bills were 
passed, and others killed.

New York Herald: The Southern Histori­ 
cal Society Papers in its March issue, will 
coutaiQ a full narrative of that memorable 
affair, written by Maj. W. T. Walthall, the 
private Secretary of Mr. Davis. It Is 
known here that this article was gotten up 
under the eye of Mr. Davis, and under his 
special supeivision, and it is therefore re­ 
garded as Davis’ own account of his flight 
and capture. The writer says. 
On 
the evening of the second day 
(which was the 9th ot May) preparations 
were made for departure immediately after 
nightfall, when Col. W. P. Johnston re­ 
turned from a neighboring village with the 
report that a band of 150 men were to at­ 
tack the camp that night. 
Meantime his horse (Davis’), already 
saddled, with his holsters and blanket in 
place, was in charge of his body-servant, 
and he himself was lying clothed, booted 
and even spurred, when, a little after day­ 
break, the alarm was given that the camp 
was attacked. Springing to hi9 feet and 
stepping out of the tent he saw at once, 
from the manner in which the assailants 
were deploying around the camp, that 
they were trained soldiers and not irregu­ 
lar banditti, and returning, he so informed 
Airs Davis* 
As we have said, the President was al­ 
ready fully dressed. He hastily took leave 
of his wife, who threw over his shoulders a 
waterproof cloak or wrapper, either as a 
protection from the dampnesi of the early 
morning or in the hope that it might

perhaps with woman's ready and rapid 
thoughtfulness of Its possible use tor both 
these purposes. Mrs. Dayis also directed 
a tamale servant, who was present, to take 
au empty bucket and accompany him in 
the direction of the spring, his horse, on 
the other side of the camp, being cut off 
from access by the Interposition of the as­ 
sailants. 
He had advanced only a few steps from 
the door of the tent when he was chal­ 
lenged by a mounted soldier, who present­ 
ed his carbine and orcdred him to “sur­ 
render.”

The car­ 
bine was still presented, but the man 
refrained from firing—it is but fair to pre­ 
sume from an unwillingness to kill his ad­ 
versary—while the President continued to 
advance.

Profitable Pork Racing. 
.From the Prairie Farmer. 
My experience the last few months con­ 
vinces me more than eyer that we must 
raise pork as cheap as possible if we are to 
sell at present prices at any profit. I have 
been in the habit of feeding my young 
pigs soaked corn pretty freely; but we 
have d in e to the conclusion that bran and 
shorts or rvc and oats ground together and 
led as a thin swill is better. I think it is 
better cooked, and, in cold weather, led 
warm. Feed no more each time than they 
will cat up clean. 
I am well pleased witn 
my experience with the lied iira/.iliau Ar­ 
tichoke ac a cheap food for swine, sod 
shall this year increase my fields to twenty 
ai rer Last year was a poor year for them, 
acu yet mine yielded uOO bushels per acre. 
I am well satisfied that they somttimes 
yield 800 bushels per acre. 
The hogs 
seemed to like them as well as corn, and, 
where they have plenty of them, will 'not 
only grow, but latten ; in fact, wili leave 
their corn to cat them. 
I think them the 
cheapest hog loud we can raise. lie— 
sides, the top?, of which they pro­ 
duce a large amount, can be used as 
fodder. Cattle, mules and horse? are very 
Iona cf it. La*t season I raised 500 bush­ 
els oi Mangel wurzel beets, which I am 
now feeding to my brood sows. They eat 
tin rn eagerly, and I have no lears of their 
eating their pigs when they come. I tried 
lo secure1 a nice lot of clover, (stcond 
growth) but the ‘‘best laid plans of men 
and mice gang a ft aglee.” T nice I cut it 
and cured it carefully, but lost it with the 
storms before I could slack it. I think it I 
had such a slack of clover now I could 
make good use of it, cut short, dampened 
aud m:xtd with ground teed.To fatten with 
or fiulsh, I admit cornus king, but my exper­ 
iences convince me it'iS not.the best food for 
young growing hogs. They need coarser 
or mere bulky food, and some exercise to 
develop fi rm?, with plenty of muscle apd 
healthy digestive organs. 
When they 
have reached this stage, they are ready lo 
receive fimishing touches that the corn and 
leisure giv, and, if placed on a cheap mar­ 
ket, will tim do the breeder some good.

In raising stock ii ba9 been repeatedly 
shown that it pays to raise only the most 
proved kinds, it will also pay to breed 
the best and tell the poorest. 
If this plan 
is persistently followed, suoceca is sure to 
crown the efforts of the stock-raiser. 
No farmer run afford to be conrtantly 
making changes with the expectation that 
one kind of stock will pay better than an 
other. The tact is, that the raising of either 
cattle, hogs, sheep or horses w ill pay if 
thought and energy are properly directed 
in striving to increase the <jnazify of the j 
stock. The markets are constantly Hue 
mating, but the average price for all kinds 
of live stock is sufficiently remunerative 
to make stock raising pay better in the 
long run than alme?*, any other invest 
aunt. 
The aim of ail stock raisers should 
be to make a business of the business, grow 
into it, and remain in it. If he changes to 
any other business be loses much of the 
valuable experience that he has already 
gamed rn this. 
There is such athing as being “Penny 
wise and pound foolish.’ 
Lack of success 
comas from thoughtlessness more than 
from anything else. No larmer can longer 
ffcrd to raise low grades of rcrubby cat 
a that will only bring, when sold, about 
naif as much per hundred rs choice cattle 
It Is much better and more profitable to 
keep eight or ten bead of the right kind of 
cattle each year, than twenty or thirty 
hall-led scrubs that require just as much 
time to feed and take care ol—as It dot* at 
the same number of Mjort-horn grades. , 
The market demand for better grades of 
stock is constantly increasing. 
Therefore 
it should be a primary object with all fann­ 
ers, who raise bet! cattle to grade high up 
in the Durham blood. For beef purposes, 
the grade—Short-horn steer, of one-half, 
three fourths or seven eights blood at two 
years old past, pro! ably fills the demand 
with the most value for the cost, and the 
mu6t profit for the feed.—Etch*iigc

Winter Watering of Stock. 
From the Western Stock Journal. 
We have a poor opinion of a creek 
run for winter watering of stock: 
1. The approaches are deep with mud 
or covered with ice to tho great detri­ 
ment of the stock. Frequently fear of the 
one or the other deters ao anima! from 
lakiog water as often as it requires. 
2. I he water is too warm la the summer, 
and too cold in the winter. 
3. Through an alluvial soil, surface wa­ 
ter, unless in a rapid stream, retains quite 
a portion of the poisons resulting from veg* 
etabie decomposition. 
A good well and wind pump with auto­ 
matic reservoir aud water tauks are just 
the thing, and give lo the pralne states bet­ 
ter water than eau be found m mountain 
streams. 
Water the stock twice per day with wa­ 
ter fresh from the well when the reservoir 
system is not in use. 
A stack of good straw rn the yard, and 
on pleasant days a run to the cornfield, fill 
the measure of fair treatment. 


How to Burn a Bars. 
It is the easiest thing in the world if a 
few simple directions are followed. Use 
an old fashioned tin lantern at Dight, 
through whose roughly punched sides only 
the minimum of light can penetrate, and 
whose door must necessarily be open to 
enable you to see anything. Set it down 
in the bedding while you go up in the hay 
loft to throw down the feed, and the 
chances are that your hungry horses or 
frisky cow will kick it over, Mrs. O’Leary ’s 
did the Fame in the city of Chicago, and 
set the barn on fire. lf you have not a 
tin lantern, carry a candle, or open lamp, 
and use It in the same way. If the night 
is windy, feel your way out to the baru the 
best way you can and light your candle in­ 
side with matches, and let the match ends 
lake care of themselves—they are small 
affairs anyhow. On rainy days make the 
barn your rendezvous tor smoking and 
whittling and talking politics with intelli­ 
gent neighbors who have leisure hours on 
their bands as you have. Do not be stin - 
gy with your pipes and tobacco, and koep 
plenty of matches lying around loose, tao 
they will be handy to fire up with. A few 
social afternoons spent in this way will, 
not unlikely enable you to get your barn 
burned.

A Wisconsin man who claims to have 
first discovered and published to the world 
in 1868 the use of Paris green as a destroy­ 
er of the Colorado potato beetle, writes the 
Mark Lane (London) Express, that it was 
totally unnecessary that the pests ever 
crossed the boundary of Wisconsin ; and, 
even at the late date ot his discovery, if the 
government bad appropriated a sum ot 
money, the ravages of the insects w<?uld 
have been stopped in one season, la con­ 
clusion the correspondent says: 
Your government being more efficient In 
such mailers than outs, there is no necessi­ 
ty for the insects spreading to the extent of 
damaging your nation to any extent. Your 
government must pass rigid laws, aud en­ 
force them tor the stay |of the destroyers, 
and it may be ntceamry to employ experts 
from America to teach your people the 
nature and most efficient mode of destroy­ 
ing the greatest pest that ever cursed the 
human family. 
There are two propositions in this state­ 
ment that will hardly be borne out by facts, 
it It not probable that the most stringent 
laws that a government may pass will pre­ 
vent a flying lEsect from going where it 
may, and certainly it is not necessary to 
import ’’American expert#” to teach the 
government to eimple a thing aa mixing 
Paris green and water together tor killing 
the*©—“not the greatest that ever cursed 
the human family,’ but nevertheless very 
serious—pests. We do not think our Eng­ 
lish friends have much to tear from the 
Colorado beetle. The climate is probably 
too humid for their successful breeding.

AN ACT to provide for the election of two asso­ 
ciate justices of the supreme court of the State 
of Wisconsin. 
W hereas The legislature of this State, at the an* 
anal session for the year 1816, proposed and 
adopted, by a vote of a majority of the members 
elected to each of toe two houses, an amend­ 
ment to the constitution of this State, in the 
fellowing language: 
*•Rtsolttd t j the Senate, lh' Assembly concurr 
tng: Taal section 4 of article YU of the con­ 
ciliation be amended so as to read: Section 4. 
The supreme court shall consist al one chief 
Justice and lour associate justices, to be elect­ 
ed by the qualified electors ol the state. The 
legislature shall, at Its first session after the 
adoption of this amendment, provide by law for 
the election of two associate justices of said 
coart, to hold their officer respectively for terms 
ending two and lour years respectively, alter tne 
end of the term of the justices oi the said court 
then last to expire. And tberealter the chief 
justices and the associate justices of said court 
shall be elected and hold their offices respec­ 
tively for tho term of ten y e a r s and 
W hereas, The foregoing propose amendment to 
the constitution of the blate was duly ratified 
and agreed to by the legislate ol 1&77, and duly 
•abmitted to the people of the State of Wiscon­ 
sin for approval and ratification, at the general 
election held in said State, November, Ps77, and 
was by a majority of the electors of said State 
voting thereon at said election, approved and 
ratified; aud 
Whereas, Said amendment ha* now become a 
part of the constitution of the State of Wiscon­ 
sin: therefore 
The People of the Stale of It <- amin, re/>res< nted In 
Senate and Assembl!/, do t/.act as follows: 
Section I. There shall be chosen by the quali­ 
fied electors of this State at an clectiou to be held 
la the several cities, villages, town and election 
precincts of the state of Wisconsin, on the first 
Tuesday ol April, 1876, two associate justices of 
the supreme court of the State of Wisconsin, to 
hold their offices respectably for the terms end­ 
ing two and four years, on and after the Ii re I Mon­ 
day of January, 1381; and thereafter the chiel 
justice and associate justices of qaid court shall 
be elected to hold their offices respectively for the 
term of ten years. 
Section 3. The ballot to be used or cast at such 
election for associate justice* may be written or 
printed, and ehali contain the ntuies ut two per­ 
sons legally qualified to hold judicia oilk eiu this 
State. Over the name of the first person on each 
ballot shall be written or printed the words: “For 
associate justice ot the supreme court for the 
term ending on the first Monday of January, 
I8s8.” Over the name of the second person on 
said ballot the words, written or printed. ‘‘For 
assonate justice of the supreme court tor tie 
term ending on tho first Monday of Jannary, 
lb%.” bald ballots for associate justices shall 
be cast in a separate box, to be provided at each 
election precinct lor that purinise. 
beciicn 3. The persons duly elected at such 
election may qualliy as soon as the result of such 
election is officially declared, and shall enter op- 
on the dischargd of the duties of their respective 
offices upon their election and qualification, pur­ 
suant to law. The secretary ol state shall give 
the substance of ibe preamble of this act, togeth­ 
er with the act itself, in the notice oi said judicial 
election, such notice to be given in the same way 
and manner as now provided by law for notice of 
election of judges of the supreme court 
bectlon 4. The votes cast lur said j ustices shall 
be counted and leturned by the inspectors of the 
election in all respects as voles for Mate officers 
Ar* counted and returned, and the officers in 
counties now designated by law to canvass the 
returns of votes for State officers shall canvass 
the returns in their respective counties on said 
election, and certify ana return the result *o the 
State canvassers, at the same time aud places. 
and under tne aame regulations and restrictions 
now 
provided 
by law, for canvassing and 
declaring the returns for elections of State offi­ 
cers, and the State canvassers shall canvass said 
returns certifleu to them as provided by law in 
case of elections tor State Judicial officers. The 
provisions of any election 
registry 
act of 
this State shall not apply to said judicial elec­ 
tion. 
Section 5. This act shall take effect from and 
after it* passage and publication.
